Gentlemen, 

I have  the  pleasure  of  laying  before  you  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  the  district 
during  the  year  1913. 

Taken  as  a whole  it  is  very  satisfactory,  though  not 
equal  to  that  for  the  previous  year.  I have  often  pointed  out 
how  our  statistics  depend  on  the  climatic  conditions  of  the 
year.  Now  though  last  year  was  dry  and  hot,  especially 
during  the  Autumn,  we  happily  escaped  with  a smaller  amount 
of  Diarrhoea  than  might  have  been  expected.  The  Infant 
Death  Rate  was  however  raised  no  less  than  29  points  by  it, 
and  is  again  too  high.  Our  Zymotic  Rate  was  also  more  than 
doubled  by  it.  The  general  Death  Rate  is  good. 

The  Area  of  your  district  remains  at  1,005  acres,  the 
inhabited  houses  have  only  slightly  increased  from  2,110  to 
2,224,  and  the  number  of  inhabitants  from  9,676  at  the  last 
census  to  9,800.  This  gives  a proportion  of  persons  to  the  acre 
of  975  against  only  3 5 for  the  whole  of  the  Urban  districts  of 
the  County.  Persons  per  house,  4*4. 
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The  Deaths  during  the  year  were  129,  including  16 
who  died  out  of  the  district  but  belonged  to  it,  and  excluding 
one  who  died  in  it  but  did  not  belong  to  it.  This  compares 
with  112  in  1912,  and  gives  a Death  Rate  of  13.1.  The  rate 
for  the  County  during  1912  was  13.6,  but  that  was  considerably 
below  the  average.  Seventy-four  of  the  Deaths  were  males 
and  fifty-five  females.  Fifty-eight  were  in  the  first  half  of  the 
year,  and  seventy-one  in  the  second.  July  was  the  highest 
with  17,  and  February  the  lowest  with  5.  Thirty-seven  were 
under  one  year  of  age,  9 between  1 and  5,  6 between  5 and  25, 
14  between  25  and  45,  28  between  45  and  65,  and  36  over  65. 

The  chief  causes  of  Death  were  Bronchitis  and 
Pneumonia  with  17  against  15  in  the  previous  year,  Premature 
Birth  and  Congenital  Debility  17  against  9,  Diarrhoea  12 
against  4,  Heart  Disease  10  against  12.  Cancer  7 against  3, 
Accident  5 against  1,  Phthisis  and  Nephritis  4 each  against  5 
and  2,  Whooping  Cough  2 against  o,  Scarlet  Fever  and 
Enteric  Fever  1 each  against  o.  There  were  no  deaths  from 
Measles  or  Diphtheria. 

The  Births  during  the  year  were  236,  129  male  and 
107  female.  This  compares  with  200  in  1912,  and  gives  a rate 
of  24  per  1,000  per  annum.  It  also  shews  a natural  increase 
of  the  population  of  107,  a return  somewhat  to  our  former 
figures.  The  Birth  Rate  for  the  County  for  1912  was  22, 
and  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  23  8. 

The  Infant  Mortality,  or  proportion  of  deaths  of 
children  under  one  year  of  age  to  1,000  births  was  157.  This 
rate,  as  so  often  happens,  is  much  too  high.  The  Diarrhoea  of 
the  Autumn  raised  it  considerably,  but  another  cause  was 
the  great  mortality  from  Premature  Birth  and  Congenital 
Debility.  This  points  to  greater  rest  and  care  being  needful 
for  the  mothers  before  child-birth  In  a manufacturing 
district  like  this,  where  the  temptation  to  work  in  the  mills 
and  earn  high  wages  is  ever  present,  there  is  great  difficulty 
in  procuring  these,  but  they  should  be  insisted  on. 
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The  Zymotic  Rate  is  i'6.  Only  a fourth  of  this,  how- 
ever, is  caused  by  the  six  principal  Epidemic  diseases,  just 
three-fourths  being  due  to  Diarrhoea.  The  death  from  Scarlet 
Fever  is  unusual,  especially  considering  the  few  cases  of  that 
disease.  The  Enteric  death  occurred  in  Hospital.  Measles, 
though  prevalent  in  one  district  in  the  early  months,  and 
necessitating  the  closure  of  one  school,  was  only  of  a mild 
form  and  caused  no  death. 

The  Notifications  of  Infectious  Disease  were  40 
against  29.  13  were  of  Scarlet  Fever,  13  of  Consumption, 

7 of  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis,  6 of  Enteric  Fever,  and  1 of 
Puerperal.  This  is  remarkably  good,  although  it  seems  large 
compared  with  1912.  The  “other  forms  of  Tuberculosis”  have 
only  been  reckoned  for  one  year,  and  Consumption  for  two, 
and  yet  our  average  number  of  Notifications  for  the  first  ten 
since  it  came  into  operation  was  over  70  It  is  very  difficult 
to  make  comparison  when  the  data  of  our  statistics  is 
constantly  being  altered. 

The  Cow-sheds  and  Dairies  have  been  visited  and 
found  satisfactory,  as  may  also  be  said  of  the  Slaughter-houses. 

The  Schools  are  all  good.  Another  new  one  has  been 
opened  with  ample  accommodation  for  the  scholars,  and  up-to- 
date  arrangements  as  regards  light,  heating,  sanitation,  & c. 

The  Factories  and  Workshops  have  also  been  in- 
spected. The  great  fault  found  in  the  latter  being  the  long 
intervals  between  the  whitewashing. 

During  the  year  plans  have  been  drawn  up  for  a 
Public  Mortuary.  Unfortunately  they  have  not  been  carried 
out,  but  I believe  in  the  near  future  they  will  be.  It  is 
certainly  much  needed. 

Conversion  of  Privy  Middens  into  W.C.’s,  though  four 
times  the  number  of  the  previous  year,  have  been  much  to 
few  Although  the  plans  were  passed,  and  the  loan  for  the 
purpose  raised,  difficulties  arose  as  to  the  water  arrangements. 
I hope  these  have  now  been  overcome  and  that  the  present 
year  may  shew  a great  alteration. 
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The  Local  Government  Board  request  particular 
attention  to  the  housing  of  the  working  classes,  any  deficiency 
specially  being  pointed  out.  In  the  latter  respect  I am  pleased 
to  say  there  is  not  much  to  complain  of  in  our  district.  Some 
cases  of  overcrowding  no  doubt  do  occur,  but  the  average  per 
house  of  only  4/4  shews  they  are  not  numerous.  The  condition 
of  the  houses,  however,  requires  more  attention  as  the  large 
number  of  defects  found  in  our  inspections  under  the 
Housing,  Town  Planning,  &c.,  Acts  shew.  My  old  complaint, 
want  of  houses  with  three  bed-rooms,  is  also  badly  felt. 

Under  the  above  Acts  your  Inspector  and  I examined 
hi  houses.  The  defects  found  were — Bad  Ventilation  of  Bed- 
rooms 100,  Dampness  64,  Yards  require  Paving  59,  Houses 
require  Lime-washing,  &c.  58,  Defective  Drains  37,  Want  of 
Light  4,  Others  14.  In  5 cases  the  houses  were  considered 
unfit  for  habitation  and  closing  orders  made. 

I must  once  again  repeat  my  complaint  about  the 
fewness  of  the  Smoke  observations  and  the  want  of  result 
following  them.  Notices  are  sent  out,  reform  promised,  and 
the  notices  allowed  to  lapse.  This  is  a great  cause  of 
expense,  for  the  dirt  in  the  atmosphere  more  than  doubles  the 
amount  of  Washing,  Painting  and  Cleaning  which  would 
otherwise  be  necessary.  It  is  also  one  of  the  chief  causes  of 
disease,  especial^  Consumption.  This  due  to  the  careful 
housewife  objecting  to  having  her  windows  open  on  account 
of  the  dirt.

Gentlemen, 

In  submitting  to  you  my  Twelfth  Annual  Report,  I wish  to 
state  that  a large  portion  of  the  undermentioned  work  has  been 
carried  out  through  my  visiting  the  owners  or  persons  responsible 
for  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  premises,  and  pointing  out  the 
necessity  of  the  work  required  to  be  done.  In  a great  many  cases 
the  work  has  been  carried  out  without  the  necessity  of  serving  legal 
notices. 


As  authorised  by  the  Public  Health  Acts  Amendment  Act, 
1907,  Water  Closets  are  now  required  to  all  new  property.  In  all 
cases  where  additional  closet  accommodation  is  required  for  existing 
houses,  Water  Closets  are  being  insisted  upon.

ANALYSIS  OF  NOTIFICATIONS,  1913. 
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I have  visited  all  the  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  reported  as 
early  as  possible,  and  given  printed  and  verbal  instructions  as  to  the 
proper  means  of  isolation  of  the  patients ; also  as  to  the  disinfection 
of  clothing  and  surroundings,  and  carried  out  any  instructions  of  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health.  At  the  termination  of  each  case  the 
house  was  fumigated,  and  all  necessary  steps  taken  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  the  disease. 

Careful  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  drains,  privies,  and 
milk  supply,  and  defects  found  have  been  remedied. 


Food  Inspection. 


Slaughter-houses,  Fish,  Fruit,  and  Butchers’  Shops  have  been 
regularly  inspected.  None  being  found  unfit  for  food. 


Smoke  Observations. 


Four  smoke  observations  have  been  taken,  and  letters  written 
to  the  firms  in  two  cases. 


Factories  and  Workshops. 


These  have  been  inspected  at  intervals.  Six  workshops  were 
found  in  need  of  Limewashing.  In  one  case  the  Sanitary  accommoda- 
tion was  found  insufficient.  These  matters  have  been  dealt  with. 


Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops. 


These  have  been  regularly  inspected,  and  found  well  kept,  and 
no  cause  for  complaint.
